"The Critic, dehily confi dered, is 0 
more than the Clerk, whofe Office is is to 
tranferibe the Rules and Laws laid down by 
thofe great Judges, whofe vaft Strength of 
Genius hath placed them in the Light of 
Legillators 
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_Legiflators in the feveral Sciences over 


which they prefided. This Office was all 
which the Critics of old afpired to, nor did 
they ever dare to advance a Sentence, with- 
out fapporting it by the Authority of the 
Judge from whence it was borrowed.
